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PREFACE

as a reading-book for an Upper Third Form during 
the second and third ternis of the year in wliich 
Latin was begun. A year’s course of lessons in 
Koman History had preceded the learning of Latin. 
Ali the work of the class (frequent drill in grammar, 
oral work by question and answer, and simple- 
sentence construction) was based upon the text of 
the play.
